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Application Serial No. 10/708,121, on which this patent issued, was filed 
naming the nine inventors presently shown on the patent. However, following an election 
of invention pursuant to a requirement made by the Office, the undersigned attorney filed, 
on April 4, 2006, an Amendment accompanied by a Petition for Correction of 
Inventorship under 37 CFR 1.48(b) to effect a change in the inventorship required by the 
election. The effect of this Petition was to leave Richard M. Webber, Joseph M. Jacobson, 
Jonathan D. Albert and Andrew L. Loxley as the only remaining inventors. The 
subsequent Notice of Allowance issued on June 13, 2006 made no reference to the 
Petition, and since the grant of such Petitions is routine following an election of 
invention, the undersigned attorney assumed that the Petition had been granted and the 
inventorship changed. It was only when the patent issued that the undersigned realized 
that the Office records had not been changed to reflect the change in inventorship 
requested by the aforementioned Petition.
